This application contains sequence disclosui'es that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
1.821 through 1.825 for the reason(s) set forth below or on the attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent 
Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosines. 

Claims 17 and 18 are drawn to methods of using SEQ ID NO:18 and 19 respectively. These sequences appear in the 
specification (p. 26 line 36 - p. 27 line 14 and Figure 4) and claims as originally filed. However, neither the paper copy of the 
sequence listing nor the computer readable form (CRF) contain these sequences. The paper copy and the CRF each end at 
SEQ ID NO: 17. In order to search claims which recite these sequences, a revised paper and CRF sequence listing must be 
submitted, as well as the required statements that the two are the same and that they do not introduce new matter. The 
examiner regrets that this issue was not brought up in the previous communication, however it was not apparent that claims 
which recite sequences did not have sequences in the paper or CRF listing.
